The report of the Committee appointed 
by H. E. the Governor to enquire into the |. 
adequacy of the Staff of the Medical Depart: |. 
ment has at tast been made public together 
with the evidence of Doctors J..M. Art: 
xinson, F. Crark, J. H, Swan and R. M, 
Ginsow. The Committee, which consisted 
of Deputy Inspector General W. B. DREW, 
R.N., Lieut.-Col. G. C. Hucus, R.A.M.C, | 
Dr. F. O STEDMAN ‘and Messts.'C, 8. 
Snanp and R. L. RICHARDSON, appears, to |, 
have come to the conclusion, held by us for 
a considerable time: that the Department: 
question, is undermanned and j in need of 
further assistance, 

We all know how dude last year’s plague 

epidemic much extra work was thrown upon 
the medical staff of the Colony, and that at 
atime when two of its principal members, 
Doctors ATKINSON and Lowson, were away 
on leave. The other members | ‘of the staf 
certainly did yeoman service during the 
epidemic, but no man can accomplish i impos- 
sibilities and the result was that outside aid 
had to be obtained—and that:aid was most 
difficult'to: find. and will” “probably be still 
‘more so this year, 
‘The Medical Department is one which 
above all others must be efficiently manned 
and kept up’ to its full strength, Doc- 
tors do mot grow on hedgers in Hong- 
‘kong and are not to be picked up at 2 mo-, 
ment’s notice. During the winter months 
perhaps. there may be very little work for 
them to do, but in the summer with our an- 
nual visitation of plague in full swing the 
case is very different and work fora large 
medical staff can be found, It would cer- 
‘tainly be a foolish policy to try to struggle 
along with the inadequate staff which we 
had last year when, by the adoption of the 
recominendations of the Committee, and the 
expenditure of a few dollars matters can be 
put on @ satisfactory basis... Besides, it is 
-not-economy to try “and save"money “upon” 
our. medical department. An . indequate 
staff means that the men are overivorked 
and. overworked men,‘ particularly in this, 
climate are sure to break.down sooner or 
later, and' even if they manage to’ support 
the strain it must tell upon them and Tesult 
in inferior work, 

Another thing to be taken into ‘ account 
also isthe fact that it is far better to have 
| experienced: men than ‘those who are new 
In" the . coming plague 
epidemic many of us may. have to depend 
,upon the doctors and surely it will be much
